THE MANCHUS TO BE PUT DOWN 


Erstwhile 
Conquerors 
Are 
to 
Be 


Robbed of Every Shred of Their 


Long Held Privileges and Must Even 


Adopt the Use of Chinese Surnames 


a s a Mark of Their Subjection to 
the New Order of Things. 


Pekin, Nov. 3.—An official dispatch 
says that a body of Shansi troops bom­ 
barded Shihkiatin and massacred 1,000 
Manchus, including the governor and 
his family. 


GENUINE WITHOUT THIS SIGNATURE 


Pekin, Nov. 3.—That the Manchu dy­ 
nasty has been shorn of its power and 
is retaining only a nominal authority, 
events 
make 
more 
certain. 
Even 
the rejection of this shadow of author­ 
ity is not absolutely assured, as the 
southern reformers are bent upon a 
republic along the lines of the United 
States. 
The divergent views of the northern 
and southern revolutionists remain un­ 
reconciled, but the most serious of 
them is the question, Shall there be a 
monarchy or a republic? 
Yuan Shih 
Ka! adheres to the idea of continuing 
the monarchy. 
Ilia supporters epect 
that eventually he will harmonize all 
differences in favor of the throne. 
The national assembly, now that 
every Item of its revolutionary pro­ 
gram has been granted, also supports 
the dynasty and appeals to the rebels 
to cease hostilities pending the adjust­ 
ment of details. 
There is still the 
possibility of secession in the south 
toward a republic, but unless this oc­ 
curs China will pass quietly from prac­ 
tical absolutism to a constitutional, 
government, with China in actual con­ 
trol under a nominal Manchu rulers 
ship. 
The triumphant reformers do not, 
however, aim only at the nominalizing 
of the authority of the dynasty; they 
are determined to cut the claws of the 
Manchu aristocracy and rob the erst­ 
while conquerors of every shred of 
their long held privileges. To this end 
the assembly supporters of the Lan- 
chow army demanded, among other 
things, the abolition of the queue, the 
wearing of which was imposed upon 
th© Chinese by their Manchu victors, 
the compulsory adoption of Chinese 
surnames by Manchus, and the com­ 
plete abolition of the pensions hither­ 
to paid by the state to all Manchus, 
which has long been one of the bit­ 
terest grievances of the Chinese. 
It is said that the throne yielded to 
these demands and will confirm by 
edict. 
The assembly, having acquired 
the power to frame the new constitu­ 
tion, has adopted the British model, re­ 
jecting the suggestion of the govern­ 
ment’s commission that the Japanese 
model be followed. 
Among the minor 
reforms is the decision to adopt the 
western calendar.

We can 
not but think of the kingdom of which 
fids book is a historical and prophetic 
picture, illustrating the grace of God. 
Amos vi, IO, and Dent xxxl, 17, IS, 
■day possibly throw some light on the 
cbsenro of any name of God in the 
toocdt, and yet the name of Jehovah is 
mmEy there four times in the form of 
ext acrostic in the initial or final letters 
o f four words in cha liters I, 20; v, 4, 
23; vii, 7. See Dr. Bullinger’s booklet. 
Tins any one with a Hebrew Bible can 
easily verify. It is said that Dr. Gins- 
SPBchas discovered three ancient MSS. 
ta whi-b these acrostic letters are 
written in larger characters and in 
moore prominent form. The absence of 
the na me in any ordinary form sug­ 
gests The lines: “Oh, blest 13 he to 
whom is given the instinct that can 
Sen that God is on the field when He 
Ss most invisible” (Faber).

As one has said. “All work it 15T>etween Friday and the first 
history is His story.” 
God and the 
devil are seen in conflict from Gen. iii 
to Rev. xx. Here it is Hainan us the 
devil's man and Mordecai and F.sMn ’ 
on the Lord's side. 
Thus far in the story, up to our los 
son today, we see the greatness of an 
earthly king and the magnificence of 
his kingdom; his ill treatment of 
noble woman, put away, but remold 
bered; the choice of another who ie 
quire<ki'othing but what was appt int 
ed for her (i, 19; ii, I, 15): the faithful 
and unwavering interest of her gain rd 
lan, Mordecai; the promotion of II 
man and his plot to kill all the Jews 
This brings us to the intercession of 
Esther in the lesson of today, iu which 
she took the place of death to save the 
lives of her people (Iv, ll). Our modi 
ator actually died in our stead to de 
liver us from the curse of the law (Gat. 
iii, 13; iv, 4, 5). The words in iv. 14 
“Who knoweth whether thou art come 
to the kingdom for such a time as 
this?” make us think of the words of 
the Lord Jesus, “For this cause came I 
unto this hour,” “For this cause came 
I into the world" (John xii, 27; xviii, 
37). If we are redeemed by the pre­ 
cious blood of Christ we may be cer­ 
tain that all our life is planned for us 
according to Epb. ii, IO, and concerning 
every occasion or opportunity we may 
be sure that it has been prepared for 
us; that in it, by dying to self, we may 
make manifest the life of Jesus GI 
Cor. iv, IO, ll; I Sam. x, 7). 
If we are unwilling He will choose 
some willing vassal to accomplish his 
purpose, and the loss will be ours. 
Esther sent word to Mordecai that 
he and all the Jews in Shushan should 
join her and her maidens in a three 
days’ fast and then she would go into 
the presence of the king on behalf of 
her people, even if it should mean 
death to her (Iv, 15-17). On the third 
day she went to the king and obtained 
favor in his sight and the assurance 
that he would do for her whatever she 
asked, even to the half of his kingdom 
Our Mediator, who is now in the pres­ 
ence of God for us, has given us all 
that is His and made us joint heirs 
with Himself. He takes every truly 
penitent sinner into full partnership 
with Himself, blotting out all that was 
against us and putting all His right­ 
eousness to our account, because He 
died for our sins and rose again the 
third dav. If nnv are perplexed bv the 


day of the week let them find the key 
to the real meaning of the time in this 
story. They were to fast thfee days. 
night and day, and yet on the third 
day (not the fourth) she went to the 
king (iv, IC; v. I). 
The rest of the Esther story is thrill­ 
ing as we read of Haman’s gallows 
for Mordecai, his supposition that he 
was the man whom the king would de­ 
light to honor, the king's sleepless 
flight, the record found in the book of 
the Chronicles concerning Mordecai, 
Hainan's being compelled to do to 
Mordecai what he had longed to have 
done to himself, thenv his being hanged 
un the gallows he had prepared for 
Mordecai. 
How grand the statements of chap­ 
ters vlii, IG; ix, 3. margin. “The Jews 
had light, gladness and joy aud hon­ 
or,” “Those who did the business that 
belonged to the king helped the Jews.”

Prayer Meeting Topic For the Week 
Beginning Nov. 5, 1911, 
Topic.—Lessons from 
great live*.—XI. 
John.—John xxi. 20-25. (Consecration meet­ 
ing.) 
Edited by Rev. Sherman II. Doyle. 
D. D. 
John had no Intention of writing an 
autobiography 
in 
this 
twenty-first 
chapter of his gospel, and yet in It we 
have several 
pen 
pictures 
of 
the 
apostle by his own hand which may 
well form the basis of our study. 
lo 
these descriptions we see the apostle 
himself, see him in relation to the 
Apostle Peter, and also a glimpse of 
the close relationship that existed be­ 
tween John and Jesus. 
From these 
three standpoints we may get a clear 
conception of the true character of 
“the disciple whom Jesus loved" and 
one that may be able to help us in 
the development of our characters and 
In the regulation of our associations. 
John was a prominent disciple and 
apostle of Christ. 
In his account of 
this post-resurrection appearance of 
Jesus in the shores of the Galilean 
sea he does not mention his own 
name, and in this fact we see the in­ 
nate modesty and humility that al­ 
ways characterized the Apostle John. 
Following another Instinct of his na­ 
ture, he refers to himself as “the dis­ 
ciple whom Jesus loved." giving us a 
glimpse of the tenderness and gentle­ 
ness of bis disposition, which he so 
frequently manifested, although when 
occasion demanded he could be a true 
Bragerues—“a 
of thunder.” 
The 
gentleness of John was not an index 
of weakness. 
He was a strong, vig­ 
orous, manly man. but possessing that 
singular quality of gentleness so often 
noticeable in the lives of truly great 
and strong men. When Jesus appeared 
John was the first to recognize Him. 
Ile said to Peter, "It Is the Lord 
Here we see deep spiritual Insight - 
the predominant characteristic of the 
Apostle John. 
As no other he under 
stood the spiritual nature of the Christ 
aud the meaning of the spiritual truth. 
His nature was deeply spiritual and 
mystical, and through it he understood 
and interpreted by Dis life and writ­ 
ings the supreme truths of Christianity 
to the world. 
John and Peter, as no others in 
Christian history, exemplify comrade­ 
ship in Christian faith and service. 
They were the counterpart of each 
other, and the very opposite character­ 
istics of their dispositions only seemed 
to bind them closer together. 
John 
was the man of perception and Peter 
the man of action, and thus each sup­ 
plied what was lacking in the other 
It was John who first recognized Jesus 
but it was Peter who first went to Him 
John said unto Peter. "It is the Lord:" 
Now, when Simon Peter heard that it 
was tile Lord be got his fisher’s cont 
unto him * * * and did cast himself 
into the sea,” evidently to go to Christ. 
John outran Peter to the empty sepal 
cher of Christ, 
but stood 
without, 
while Peter when he arrived at once 
went into the sepulcher. 
“Then went 
in also that other disciple * * * and 
saw and believed.” 
Thus John and 
Peter assisted each other and in their 
years of companionship and service as 
disciples of Christ have left the world 
a beautiful example of what Christian 
friendship and fellowship may be and 
verified the poet’s words: 
“The fellowship of [Christian) minds 
is like to that above.” 
Jesus and John seem bound together 
by the tenderest tiesxif love. The love 
of John for Jesus is seen in the sim­ 
plicity with which he speaks of him­ 
self 
as 
“the disciple 
whom Jesus 
loved.” 
Had his own love not been so 
strong he never would have used such 
an expression to describe himself. He 
loved Jesus because Jesus first loved 
him. 
“We love him,” he says, “be­ 
cause he first loved us.” 
Essentially 


of a loving disposition, it was natural 
that bls heart should go out to Christ 
and that the Saviour should love him 
even above the others. 
John is the 
apostle of love, and “the greatest of 
these is love.” 
Ile lived the longest 
of all the apostles, dying in A. D. 98, 
only two years before the beginning of 
the second Christian century. 
’Thus 
indeed he tarried till Christ came in 
the coming of His Kingdom into the 
hearts of men. 
Ills last message in 
tottering old age is said to have been, 
“Little children, love one another.” 
The life of John should inspire us to 
appreciate aud to reciprocate the love 
of Christ and to fulfill the second of 
the two great commandments, “Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself”

Over 26,000,000 bushels were 
said to have been left on their hands.

A St. Louis broker 
who was caught short was obliged to 
buy 100.000 bushels of wheat at $1.04ti 
per bushel on the day following the 
one on which the price was 90 cents.
